When the maiter came beíore the Joint 
Committee of the Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital yesterday the Resident Medica! 
Superintendent (Dr. J. OC. Donelan) said

OHN COWAN, "bus driver, Charleville 
avenue, North Strand, Dublin, applied 
for leave to appeal from his conviction 
and sentence in the Dublin Circuit Court, of 
eighteen months’ imprisonment on charges of 
conspiracy to commit robbery and to steal a 
motor car, and on a charge of taking a motor 

from Whitworth road, Drumcondra, with- 
out the consent of the owner. 

The charges arose out of an armed robbery 
near Pomeroy, Co. Tyrone, from Mr. Jerome 
Scanlon, manager of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Dungannon, ; 

Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by. Mr. J, E. 
Murphy) appeared for the appellant; and Mr. 
M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. GD Murnaghan 

instructed by the Chief State Soli¢itor) for 
the Attorney-General. 

The grounds of the application were that 
he charge of conspiracy to commit larceny 
was unknown to the law, and that the jury, 
having acquitted a co-defendant with Cowan, 
had no evidence of any. conspiracy inside Free 
State territory. 


CONSPIRACY 


Mr. Lynn, in the course of his argument, 

bmitted that the Larceny Act, 1916, con- 

ined no offence of conspiracy, and a person 
irged under this Act, as Cowan was, could 
only be charged as a principal. The evidence 

s that an armed robbery was committed 
outside the territorial jurisdiction of the Free 
state É 

On the question of conspiracy, as related 
to this particular case, Mr. Lynn submitted 

at there could be no offence. He submitted 
that a conspiracy made within the jurisdiction 
of the Free State to commit an offence outside 
the jurisdiction, was not an offence within 
the Free State. While the Volstead Act was 
operative in the U.S.A. a number of persons 
in Great Britain commissioned ships to bring 
whiskey to America, but he had never heard 
it suggested that they were guilty of the 
common law offence of conspiracy, although 
they had made an agreement in Great Britain 
to do something which was an offence in the 
United States. 

The Chief Justice said Mr. Lynn could not 
argue on the mere absence of a prosecution. 

Mr. Lynn further submitted that as the 
jury acquitted Corrigan, with whom Cowan 
had been charged, Cowan should also have 
have been acquitted. 

Mr. Lynn intimated that if the Court did 
not yield to his argument and upheld the con- 
viction on the charge of conspiracy to steal 
a motor car, which carried the sentence of 
eighteen months, he did not intend to pursue 
his argument in regard to the conviction of 
conspiracy to commit a robbery. 


“DESPERATE FEATS” 


Mr, Maguire said that if the contentions 
put forward by Mr. Lynn were to be 
accepted, the position with regard to despe- 
rate feats of this kind would be ludicrous, as 
persons could not be prosecuted here for con- 
spiracy because the actual crime was 1.ot com- 
mitted here. There was nothing in the argu- 
ments put forward by Mr. Lynn which called 
for any reply, save in the respect of the one 
point of jurisdiction, if that were to be 
argued at all. 

The Chief Justice, in delivering the de- 
cision of the Court dismissing the applica- 
tion for leave to appeal, said that Mr. Lynn 
had raised a very arguable point as regards 
jurisdiction. If the Court had been called 
upon to decide that point it would have had 
to be more fully argued. The point was 
whether a conspiracy within the Free State 
to commit an Tr “eadh. outside the Free State, 
when the Free State authorities could not 
agri for the completed offence, it hawing 
een committed outside the Free State, could 
be capable of being made the subject of an 
indictment in the Free State? That question 
remaimed for another day and would be con-

TO DEPARTMENT 


A statement on the subject of civil servants’ 
sick leave has been issued by the Civil Service 
Clerical Association. 

The statement points out that in a recent 
circular issued on this subject by the Depart- 
ment of Finance attention is called to the 
rule which permits an officer to absent him- 
on account of sickness for a period not 
exceeding two days without a medical certi- 
hcate, providing such absences do not, in the 
aggregate exceed seven days in any period of 
twelve months. 

According to the Department,” the state- 
ment continues: “ There is a general tendency 
increase in sick leave, and the 
ir bears the inference that the rule 
regarding uncertified sick leave is frequently 
abused.”’ i 

it is pointed out that the Association would 
strongly resent any suggestion that malingering 
Is a usual practice in the Service. 

The Association, whose general secretary 
(Mr. A. Heron) administers schemes of 
medical and hospital benefit on behalf of the 
members, claims to have special knowledge 
of the conditions in this respect. | 

“The Finance Department’s circular,”’ the 
statement continues, ‘claims that the 
personnel of the Civil Service is one of first 
class lives. This is true at the time of 
recruitment, but in the case of the lower 
paid classes if does not remain true. The 
mcidence of certified and uncertified sick 
leave is highest in the case of the lowest 
paid people, and the conclusion to be drawn 
from this is obvious. Young people from the 
country are compelled to live in Dublin on 
wages which are not sufficient to maintain 
them in a decent standard of health, not to 
Say comfort.’’ 

‘If the Minister for. Finance,” the state- 
ment concludes, “ were to address himself to 
this problem he would be taking the most 
effective step towards a diminution of sick 
absence among the stafis.”’

SENTENCED MAN’S BID 
- FOR LIBERTY

The guiet of the Four Courts was broken 
yesterday by a prisoner’s desperate attempt 
to escape from custody after a sentence of 
five years’ penal servitude had been confirmed 
by the Court of Criminal Appeal, consisting 
of the Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O'Sullivan 
and Mr. Justice 0'Ryrne. ' 

The prisoner was a young. man named 
Patrick Bellew, with an address at Cumber- 
lan? street, Dun Laoghaire, and he had 
appealed against conviction and sentence im- 
posed in the Central Criminal Court for a 
series of serious offences 

In the course of his appeal. he was severely 
spoken to by the Chief Justice, and follow- 
ing its dismissal, as he was being. ushered, 
sobbing, towards the door, he attempted to 
turn back to the judges, but was prevented 
by his attendant warders. 


STRUGGLE IN COURT 


As he crossed the Centre Hall to await 
removai to Mountjoy, Bellew suddenly pulled 
at his ‘clothing, and began to jab. himself 
in the side, as if he had something in his 
hand. Warder Crosbie swiftly grasped and 
pinned his arms, but Bellew struggled 
violently, and both men fell to the ground. 
Kicking wildly, Bellew managed to wriggle 
clear of the warder, jumped to his feet, and 
dashed towards the quay entrance. As he 
ran across the hall, Mr. George Plénder- 
weith raised the alarm, and a trio of Civic 
Guards, who had been on duty in the adjoin- 
ing corridors, ran out after.the prisoner, 
whose cries could be heard in the Court. 

The fleeing prisoner, who had turned to the 
left along the quays, was overtaken by one 
of the policemen, Guard McClusky, at Wine- 
tavern street, but even when held down by 
the three Guards his struggles were so violent 
that the assistance of the officer on traffic 
point duty at Winetavern Street Bridge was 
reqtired before the manacles could be placed 
on his hands and fcet 


RECAPTURED 


Shouting and struggling, and with his 
hands cut and bleeding and his face bruised, 
he was carried back to the Four Courts, and, 
after a short interval there, borne, still 
kicking and crying, to a rear entrance, where 
with difficulty he was placed in a prison van 
and removed to Mountjoy. 

At the time Bellew broke away from his 
warder he had been talking to his sister, and

Besides, the fact of the matter is that 
two or three foundation recipes will put 
you in possession of a repertoire of about 


30 different, kinds of cakes and buns. This. 
is no fairy tale, as you can prove by try- 


ing out the following :— 
IMPORTANT 


There are just two “ tips’ to be given 
before I come to the recipes—the kind of 
detail that no cookery book ever 
condescends to give—least of all Mrs. 
Beeton, encyclopedic though she is. 

(1) When mixing fat-—butter, mar- 
garine, lard or dripping—with flour, first 
flour your hands, then slice the fat into 
the flour. Finally, flour your hands again 
and rub the flour and fat through your flat 
palms, The mixture, when properly done, 
should look like fine breadcrumbs. 

(2) When mixing dough—that is, add- 
ing milk, egg, or other moisture to 
the flour and fat—you shoud use a wootkn 
spoon and press your dough-to-be arouad 
the edge of the basin with the back of 
the spoon. The quickest movement-is to 


start on the left edge, pressing down’ 


and towards you, so that the basin begins 
to rotate slowly. And, of course, add the 
moisture bit by bit as you go—not all at 
once. 

(3) Most cookery books do tell you this 
—begin by having all your utensils and 
ingredients set out to your hand on the 
table. . 

(4) Don’t forget to heat up your oven 
for at least ten minutes before the cake 
goes in. It saves time if you light the 
oven when you get to the dough os 

Foundation Recipe for Plain Cake. 
lb, ‘self-raising flour. | 

4b. butter or margarine. 

lb. sugar (castor or granulated). 

2 eggs. 

4 teacup milk. 

A pinch of salt. 

N.B.—If you like you can make up your 
sib. fat of equal parts of butter and 
margarine. 

Put the flour and pinch of salt in a 
basin, and add whatever fruit or flavouring 
you are going to use (see below). Then 
beat the eggs thoroughly and add the 
milk to them. 

Now ad the egg and milk to the dry 
ingredientt, mixing with a wooden spoon. 
The mixture should be moist all through, 
but firm enough to come cleanly away 
from the sides of the basin. 

When it gets to this stage continue to 
beat it for five minutes with the wooden 
spoon. Now line a cake tin with grease- 
proof paper, brushed with melted butter or 
margarine (don’t forget to line the bottom 
as well as sides of the tin). 

Turn the cake into the tin, put it into 
the heated oven and bake for 14 hours, 
with your Regulo at Mark 4—this is a 
‘* moderate ” oven. 

The best place for a cake in the oven

(N.B.—Where a “ moist ” addition is 
mentiened—lemon juice, lemon essence, 
vanilla essence—it should ba added, not 
to the dry ingredients, but to the beaten 
egg and milk mixture. This ensures even 
spreading of the flavour. ) : 

Again, you may find it necessary. to 
clean your currants, sultanas and raisins— 
this is best done by rubbing the fruit 
through flour and then shaking it in a 
sieve. i 

Yet another point—if your flour is the 
least bit lumpy from moisture you should 
rub it through a fine sieve before you do 
anything else.

in the garden, or sitting properly 
around the dining-room table, there is a 
charm about a home-made cake that sets 
the tone of the whole meal. It is worth 
while to spénd a few moments on Sunday 
morning baking a cake for the afternoon, 
and these recipes show you how simple it 
all is, : 

HEATHER CAKE. 

Ingredients :—2 ozs. of butter, 2 ozs. of 
castor sugar, 1 beaten. égg, 5 a teaspoonful 
of baking powder, 4 ozs. of flour, 3 ozs. of 
sultanas, a little milk. 

Cre>tu the butter and sugar together, 
the, add the egg and ‘flour alternately, 
beating continuously. Stir in the other in. 
gredients with enough milk to moisten 
them. Bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour and a-quarter. 


Oxance GINGERBREAD. 

Ingredients :—4 ozs. of butter, 4 a lb. of 
flour, 4 ozs. of brown sugar, 1 beaten egg, 
4 a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda. 
4 ozs. of golden syrup, the juice and rind 
of 2 oranges . 

Cream the butter and ‘sugar together, 
then add. the egg and. flour alternately. 
rind of the, oranges and 
the bicarbonate of soda.- Soften the golden 
syrup: with a little warm water and mix 
it into the other ingredients. Bake for 
three-quarters of an hour in a moderate 
oven. 

Sunpay Cake. 

Ingredients —1 lb. of flour, 60zs. of 
clarified dripping, 2 tablespoonfuls of ful)- 
cream condensed milk, 6 ozs. of sugar, 4 a 
pint of water, 1 teaspoonful of bicar

Rub the dripping into the flour and add 
the sugar and mixed peel. Dissolve the 
condensed milk and bicarbonate of soda in 
the water and stir into the other in- 
gredients. Add the lemon juice and beat 


thoroughly. Bake in a moderate oven for 
two hours. 
DouGHNUTS. 

Ingredients.—-4 a lb. of flour, 1 large tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, 1 tablespoonful 
oi sugar, 1 beaten egg, 1 nut of margarine, 
a pinch of salt, buttermilk, sifted sugar, 
strawberry jam. 

Mix together the flour, baking powder, 
salt and sugar; then rub in the fat. Make 
a hole in the centre of the mixture and 
drop in the egg and enouth buttermilk to 
make a stiff dough. Drop a teaspoonful 
of the mixture into a saucepan of boiling 
fat. 

Cook for five minutes until a nice pale 
brown. Drain on paper, cut a small slit 
in one side and insert a little jam. 
Sprinkle with sifted sugar. 

DunpbEE CAKE. 

Ingredients :—6 ozs. of margarine, 4 of 
a lb. of brown sugar, ó beaten eggs, 4 a Ib. 
of flour, i a lb. of rice flour, 1 tablespoon- 
ful of full cream condensed milk, 1 tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, x of a pint of 
water, 3 of a lb. of washed currants, 4 ozs. 
of chopped peel. : 

Cream the margarine, sugar, eggs and 
flour. Dissolve the condensed milk in the 
water, and add the rice flour. .Stir into 
the bowl. Beat until smooth, then add the 
baking powder, peel and currants.

The Tourist Traffic 


Now that the hoiiday season is drawing 
to a close—and the summer, incidentally, 
has decided to burst forth in its long-lost 
glory—we feel it apposite to make some 
survey of the attractions prepared by the 
Free State to lure the tourist to her 
shores. At a time when the rural delights 
of England 
swallowed up by the onward and outward 
march of garden cities, 


remorselessly are being 
‘picturesque ”’ 
petrol stations and arrow-straight arterial 
roads, Ireland still can boast of mile upon 
mile of beautiful desolation. This desola- 
tion is her wealth ; for wild mountains and 
lonely cliffs in the holiday dreams of 
many of us are a more compelling attrac- 
tion than all the wooded, richly cultivated 
vales of England. Ireland can offer little 
opposition to the kaleidoscopic charms of 
Blackpool, Margate and Southend; and 
she.is similarly behindhand when it comes 
to the feudal village, with its picture- 
postcard thatch and half-timbered houses, 
complete with oldest inhabitant, gaffers 
and mill-pond; but there are janes and 
by-ways through the mountains of Kerry 
where the sight cf a motor car is sufficient 
to send grown men and women scurrying 
into their white cottages in fear. Around 
the South coast, from Cork up to Galway, 
nature alone is in command, and man 
may intrude only if he is prepared to risk 
the unknown. There are roadways to the 
Mizen Head, to Slea Head and to the 
Cliffs of Moher; but to travel those roads 
still is something of an adventure. One 
may climb mountains in a motor car to 
find that the narrow road peters out in 
the yard of a lonely farmhouse; one may 
come to gradients that it seems only cattle 
and sheep could climb. A holiday among 
this majestic scenery—and majestic is the 
only adjective—is a holiday, indeed; and 
the should 
advertise our wares; whether we should 


question is whether we 
build great motor roads to bring tourists 
in their thousands to the quiet places of 
the countryside ; whether we should pro- 
vide first-class hotel accommodation for 
them when they get there. Progress, in 
its own good time, may accomplish all 
these things; but in the tourist industry 
there is great wealth, we need the money, 
and—in vulgar parlance—we have the 
goods. For those selfish ones, however, 
who would make their holiday ever away 
from the shouting crowd, there is strong 
consolation to be drawn from the fact that 
to “ develop ” these wild areas would cost 
a very large sum of money, indeed ; and 
so for many years to come no tea-shops 
will be found at the summit of the Connor 
Pass, and only wild donkeys will run the 
length of the Kerry sands. Ireland, 
however, must not rest on her natural 
laurels; for there is a large amount of 
work to be done on the main roads and on 
that type of hotel which mainly is to be 
found in country towns. Throughout the 
Free State at the present time there are 
stretches of motor-road excellent both in 
design and in surface ; but these stretches 
are joined by much longer. ones which are 
frankly bad. The contrast creates a re- 
grettable impression, since the tourist 
must deplore such half-hearted attempts 
at improvement. Perhaps, the authorities 
still are experimenting to find the best 
kind of road surface; but it is an experi- 
ment which must be completed before 
next summer. In recent years there has 
been a really startling improvement in 
hotels in the Free State ; but the improve. 
ment has been confined almost exclusively 
to-those establishments which cater in the 
main for the tourist. Such a develop- 
ment is natural; but the small town 
hotels would also find themselves well re- 
paid to make the necessary effort, and

To be sure, as the Great War 
demonstrated, her people are quick -to 
learn, and make magnificent soldiers ; but, 
even so, she remains at a terrible disad- 
vantage. Many people can remember the 
delay in the training of troops which so 
nearly proved fatal to Great Britain during 
the early days of the Great War. It is 
necessary nowadays that every nation shall 
have a strong and highly efficient reserve 
behind its: regular fighting forces. If 
Great Britain cannot keep her reserve of 
Territorials up to establishment—and even 
at full strength it is still a very small 
force—a time may come when her Govern- 
ment will be driven to the conclusion that 
the alternative is compulsory training for 
the whole male population. 


Time, Gentlemen! 


Men of science declared. last week— 
deubtless, as their good act for the week— 
that humanity is becoming “' time- 
conscious.’ They declare that modern man 
has a sense of time more strongly marked 
than his parents. The ‘‘wireless’’ is 
thanked. Several times a day listeners 
hear a gentle scund, ‘‘ pip-pip-pip,’’ which 
indicates that the sun is directly overhead 
at Greeawich, or has declined six hotrs 
towards setting. They take their watches 
from their fobs and correct them. Every 
pocket time-piece, in fact, is required now 
to conduct itself with the accuracy of a 
sea-going chronometer. Thus is the race 
drilled to observe the clock, with an urge 
that comes from the knowledge that dance 
music will begin at two-thirty, and that 
the latest news of weather disturbances 
will be heard sharply at the hour of the 
Angelus. Nowadays, the custom of our 
forebears, to set clock and watch a few 
mirutes fast as a perpetual safeguard 
against the missing of appointments, is 
vain. <A tast clock cheats nobody, Ours 
is the precision of the machine. Life ticks 
—it does not flow like a river as of old. 
That is the scientific news of the day, and 
we lack the hardihood to defy the 
savant on his own ground. Nevertheless, 
masters still find employés given to arrive 
at work ten minutes late, and to tend to 
quit work ten minutes early. Time- 
consciousness still is relative when work 
enters to confuse the mathematical 
scheme. Young men complain, too, that 
promptitude has not yet become 
mechanical in the fair sex: they are kept 
waiting often until it is late to get seats 
at the theatre. We know restaurants a‘ 
which the waiters are not yet time- 
conscious in a due degree. On the other 
hand, the Guards are well-developed 
mentally in this respect, as we find when 
we park our cars a split second too long 
in the shopping district.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—Phe latest news from the various 
Spanish fronts shows no marked change 
in the military situation. Both sides 
claim successes in minor encounters, both 
are bombarding towns from land, air and 
sea, the destruction and pillage . of 
churches by the Government’s allies, the 
shelling of hospitals by the insurgents, 
and the slaughter of untried prisoners and 
suspects by both furmish an ironic com- 
mentary on their respective programmes 
for the regeneration of Spain. More 
important from the. general European 
standpoint is the unfortunate affair of the 
Kamerun, a German steamer which was 
stopped on the high seas by a Spanish 
Government battleship and a submarine, 
searched by a boarding party and ordered 
to steam to Gibraltar without stopping at 
any Spanish port. 

Anxiety is natural, since the incident 
follows on the unsettled dispute over the 
Lufthansa aeroplane, which is still 
detained by the Spunish Government. Yet 
if principles are not to be obscured by 
what are seemingly mere accidents in a 
disorderly civil war, there is really no good 
reason why the boarding of a steamer or the 
detention of an aeroplane should be allowed 
to blur the importance, from every point 
of view, of establishing a common policy 
of non-intervention. Here. the British 
Government have set an excellent example 
by revoking all licences for the export of 
any kind of war material to Spanish ports. 
Their action, which has been warmly wel- 
comed in France, brushes away the 
excuses for delay which have hitherto 
found favour in Rome. Its motives, how- 
ever, should not be misinterpreted. The 
object of His Majesty’s Government. is 
not merely to avoid embroilment in a 
conflict which does not concern them, or 
to keep out of trouble at all costs. The 
policy of non-intervention- has something 
more positive and more important in view. 
It is a necessary safeguard of reasonable 
international relations. It is a principle 
based upon and justified by long ex- 
perience. Even in wartime its abandon- 
ment has usually had the opposite effects 
to those which interference was intended 
to produce, as its results in Greece and 
Russia witness. 

In time of peace intervention in the 
internal affairs of other States is always 
mischievous and often disastrous. The 
right of every people to work out its own 
destiny without interference from outside 
must respected as the foundation of 
international’ law and comity.

As there are already seven German war- 
ships in Spanish waters, the arrival of 
the vessels now despatched would, in an 
emergency, place a squadron of fourteen 
units at the disposal of the German 
authorities.

ISTURBANCES broke out again to- 
day in several different centres in 
Palestine. 

Following a day-long battle between an 
armed band of more than fifty Arabs and 
a military detachment, near Hedera, 
Central Palestine, fifteen Arabs are 
believed to have been killed. 

The first incident was an attack this 
morning on a British constable and a 
small military detachment, which was 
beaten off with four Arab casualties. 

Early this afternoon the same band 
attacked two Arab police in a car. A 
thirty . minutes’ engagement followed 
until a strong detachment of army police 
arrived, and. with the assistance of aero 
planes, proceeded to scatter the Arabs. 
The police report that they inflicted six 
further casualties. 

Later in the day an aeroplane dropped 
a message stating that fifteen casualties 
had been caused by aircraft among the 
Arab raiders. 

Firing and bombing continued until 
after dusk. There were no casualties 
among the military. 

At Haifa a party of three Arab womeii 
and one man were attacked and shot at 
near the Jewish settlement of Mount 
Carmel. One of the women was killed and 
the man wounded. 

Houses in the vicinity were afterwards 
searched, and one Jew was detained for 
interrogation.

CANDIDATES’ TOUR OF 
DROUGHT AREAS 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
DENVER (COLORADO), Thursday. 


Governor Landon, Republican candidate 
for the Presidential election, begins the 
first of a series of cross-country campaigns 
to-day, when he leaves his holiday ranch 
in the mountains near here for New York 
State. 

Mr. Landon will see a good deal of the 
parched lands in the Middle-West now 
stricken by one of the worst droughts in 
American history. The drought is ex- 
pected to have no small effect on the elec- 
tion itself. 

The Governor is committed to drastic 
cuts in Federal expenditures and to the 
principle of ‘‘ self-help ’’ by the individual 
States to the greatest extent possible. 

President Roosevelt will arrive on an 
inspection tour of the drought areas a few 
days after the Republican candidate 
passes through them, and political 
prophets are agog to see which way the 
great farming vote will then show signs of 
jumping—towards Landon and frugality, 
or towards Roosevelt and his lavish 
schemes for drought relief, prevention of 
soil erosion and dust-storms, and benefit 
payments to farmers 

Mr. Roosevelt has indicated that he de- 
precates any political capital being made 
out of his tour, but it is difficult to see 
how personal visits to scores of the most

severely stricken communities and 
sympathetic talks with individual farmers 
can fail to strengthen the President's posi- 
tion with the farmers. 

Again, Mr. Roosevelt, with his 
customary political adroitness, has issued 
invitations to the Governors of all drought- 
affected States to meet him for an emerg- 
ency drought conference at some as yet 
unsettled spot in the Mid-West early in 
September. 

Governor Landon’s State is, of course, 
among those affected, and the Republican 
candidate has stated in reply: ‘‘ If there 
is any meeting on anywhere at time, 
of benefit to Kansas, I will attend c3 
Governor. Kansas has co-operated in 
every instance with the Federa] Govern- 
ment and all its agencies dealing with 
any emergency or relief measures.’’

ZINOVIEFF TALKS 
TO THE WORLD 


PLOTTERS’ PLAN FOR 
‘SELF-MASSACRE

MOSCOW, Thursday. 


66 PLEAD guilty before the working 
class of the entire world,” declared 
Gregory Zinovieff, addressing a world. 
wide audience through the microphone 
from the court room here today. ‘I 
know that every word pronounced here is 
universally broadeast,’’ he said. 

With. death imminent, Zinovieff and 
the other accused ex-Soviet leaders 
appeared to be vieing with one another in 
confessing the “ heimousness’’ of their 
crimes in to-day’s resumed trial on 
charges of plotting to assassinate Stalin 
and others of their late colleagues. 

That, in order to cover up all traces 
of the plot, a general massacre of the 
conspirators among themselves was to 
follow the removal of Stalin was one of 
the remarkable statements made by the 
prisgner, Rheingold. 


TWO HOURS’ CONFESSION 


Zinovieff, looking worn and haggard, 
only the shadow of his former self after 
his Jong imprisonment, slowly described 
details of the unsuccessful plot to kill 
Stalin two years ago. 

For two hours he held forth as the 
prosecution’s chief witness, Without any 
effort to defend himself, he confirmed all 
the prosecutor’s allegations, explaining 


that the chances of a coup seemed best in 
1932 because of the unfavourable economic 
conditions within the country. 

The possibility of seizing power, he con. 
tinued, resulted in the formation of a 
united bloc of the former warring factions 
of Trotsky, Zinovieff and Bukharin. 

The prisoners all pleaded guilty again 
to-day. They seemed particularly bitter 
against those alleged to have been in the 
conspiracy who are still at liberty. 


LUST FOR POWER 


“ Personal hatred for Stalin and lust 
for power were the qotives,’’ meekly said 
Leo Kameneff this morning, when cross- 
examined by Vishinsky,..the Sovict 
‘* Attorney-General.” 

The grey-haired Bolshevik leader set out 
to prove that he had acted from altruistic 
political motives, but then weakened, and 
said that he had felt animosity against 
Stalin for “ the successful carrying-out of 
Socialist policy.” 

Kameneff also referred to plots with 
wide ramifications, which, he alleged, im- 


plicated Karl Radek, the official spokes-

man of Soviet foreign policy, Bukharin, 
the editor of the official newspaper 
Izvestia, and other prominent Soviet 
officials. ” 

Kameneff said that Trotsky, Zinovieff 
and himself were the organisers of the 
Terrorist plot. 

“ After the failure of our attempts to 
organise mass action in 1926 and 1927,’ 
he declared, “ we were confronted with 
the alternative of either ceasing the 
struggle completely or continuing it with 
the support of the masses without a 
political platform and without a banner. 


STALIN’S ENEMIES 


“ Angry with the party leadership, and 
with Stalin and others craving for power 
from which we had been excluded by thé 
progress of historical events, we chose 
the second path, and soon became con- 
vinced that. we were completely following 
the path taken by Trotsky and his repre- 
sentation in the U.S.S.R. 

“ Establishing contacts with other 
counter-revolutionary groups, we sought in 
them genuine Stalin enemies. Up to 1934 
we maintained connections with the 
Right Group.”’ 

Kameneff, according to the official 
agency, went on to describe how ‘he had 
personally negotiated with Tomsky, who 
“knew about. the Terrorist plot.’’ 


* PERFIDY AND 
TREACHERY ” 


Kameneff further testified that in 
August, 1934, it was decided to hasten 
Terrorist activities. During this period 
Trotsky received, through Dreitzer, 
declarations regarding the speeding up of 
Tefrorist action against Stalin. 

In reply to questions by the Attorney- 
General, Kameneff fully confirmed his 
leading réle in the organisation of the 
assassination of Kiroff, 

The Attorney-General asked Kameneff 
about the significance of articles which 
Kameneff and Zinovieff, published in 
1935, expressing ful] solidarity with the 
policy of the party. i 

Kameneff replied that the publication of 
these articles and their speeches at the 
seventeenth congress of the party formed a 
part of their plan in order to win the con- 
fidence of the party. ‘‘ Putting before 
ourselves the monstrous criminal aim of 
the disorganisation of the Government of 
a Socialist country,” he said, “ we used 
methods corresponding with this aim— 
deception, perfidy and treachery.’’ 


RED SQUARE PLAN 


An attempt to kill Stalin was to be made 
on last May Day during demonstrations 
in the Red Square, and simultaneous 
attempts were to be made on the lives of 
other Soviet leaders in Leningrad and 
Kieff, according ‘to the testimony of 
Oldberg. . 

Oldberg recently arrived here from 
Prague, where he secured a 
Hondurian passport with the help, it is 
allege, of Trotsky’s son, Sedoff, and 
Tukhalevsky, an alleged agent of the 
German Secret Police. Born in Switzer- 
land, Oldberg, a swarthy, bespectacled 
figure, asserted that he had prepared a 
bomb, and arranged with student 
supporters of Trotsky that they were to 
throw the bomb when marching past Stalin

be traced to the higher prices for wheat. 
Since June there has been a continuous 
upward trend in the cost of the American 
and Canadian supplies, due to the severe 
drought, which wrought havoc with the 
huge wheat crops in those countries. This 
year the wheat-growing States in America 
experienced one of the worst periods of 
drought ever recorded, and this meant 
ruin to the crop. The Canadian ciop 
suffered similarly. When the prospects 
for the crop began to look bleak there 
was an immediate increase in the prices 
charged for current supplies of grain, and 
the result was that from the beginning 
of June until the present month there 
has been -a consistent rise in | sia the 
present figure showing an advance of 
seven shillings per sack over that recorded 
for June. 


MILLERS PAY MORE 


Compelled to pay bigger prices for their 
grain, the millers in this country have 
had to raise the price of flour, and this 
automatically has been passed on to the 
bread consumers by the bakers. While it 
is not probable that there wili be a 
definite shortage in the coming months, 
a period of restricted supplies can be fore- 
cast. Besides the low yield in America 
and Canada, it is possible that Russia, 
another of the meat wheat-growing 
countries, will be exporting less this year, 
and this factor, too, will have a bad 
effect on the wheat supplies. 

The prospect of such conditions 
operating in the world wheat markets 
should be to the advantage of the Irish 
grower. One miller said that owing to 
the continuous rain throughout. the 
present. year the grain may be too soft 
to be used profitably in the milling of 
flour. Heretofore, the millers objected to 
the use of liish wheat on the grounds 
that it cuntained too much moisture,, and 
therefore would not be so profitable for 
milling purposes as the imported wheat. 
Before the wheat-growing campaign 
started in this country it was urged that 
the trouble was that the protein or gluten 
content of the Irish grain was too high. 


ALL-ENGLISII LOAF 


English experimenteis, however, found 
that this was rather an advantage, and 
the all-English loaf was developed from 
Yeoman wheat similar to that grown in 
this country. An interesting development 
in the wheat-giowing campaign was the 
establishment of the big silo in Dublin, 
which enables a large percentage of the 
crop to be handled under idea] condi- 
tions. ‘The Government now is being 
urged to provide granaries in various 
towns where the farmers’ wheat would be 
stored at a nominal cost. 

Independent experts are of opinion that 
the farmers should hold their harvest 
until later in the winter, because with the 
shortage of foreign grain there will be, 
in all likelihood, a higher price demanded 
for offals or weatings.- The searcity or 
increased cost of foreign grain also may 
induce the miilers, if possible, to use a 
higher percentage of home-grown grain in 
their flour. At the present time the ratio 
is about twenty parts Irish to eighty 
parts foreign. 


NEW TRADE ROUTE 
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COURTOWN TO LIVERPOOL

Trade between Courtown Harbour, Cc. 
Wexford, and England has just opened, 
and a 160 ton cargo boat, the property ol 
the Earl Fitzwilliam Estates. reached 
Courtown Harbour to-day. This is the 
largest boat ever berthed in Courtown. It 
is being loaded with slate powder, brought 
by motor lorries from slate quarries at 
Kileavan, Shillelagh.

‘‘ I look upon the revolt of the Spanish 
Army in Morocco and the civil war in 
Spain not only as a most dangerous 
symptom in itself, but also as another 


product of the breakdown of co-operation 


in the League during the Italo- Abyssinian 
crisis.’’ 

This view was expressed by General 
Smuts to-day in an interview with the 
Natal Advertiser, 

“I am sure,” he went on, “ that the 
Spanish business is closely connected. with 
the Italian business, and the two together 
have created a situation in the Mediter- 
ranean which must necessarily give the ' 
reatest concern to all Mediterranean 
owers. 

Continuing, General Smuts said: “I 
frankly admit that re-armament may seem 
the only alternative after the desertion 
of the League and the abandonment of 
the policy of collective security. My point 
is that the armaments race should never 
have become necessary, but now we have 
started this scramble for armaments the 
question is how are we ever going to get 
out of it.” 

General Smuts declared that the whole 
economic position of Europe was becoming 
a question of armaments. 


THE LEAGUE 


Asked as to his -iews on the failure of 
the League, he said that it was not the 
League that had failed, but the Great 
Powers that had failed to stand by it in 
the ‘first clear crisis with which it had 
been confronted. That had been the 
tragedy of the Italo-Abyssinian dispute. 
At the most critical point in the career 
of the League the Great Powers, whose 
deepest interest it was to stand by it, 
failed to do so and let the League down 
very badly. 
The irony and tragedy of the situation 
was that the action of the great Powers 
was dictated by their view of the 
Mediterranean situation, and that situa- 
tion to-day was worse and far more 
dangerous, than it had ever been before. 
The General went on: “ It was not the 
League which required reform, but the 
Great Powers who failed to work t..e 
Covenant. I feel firmly convinced that 
only firm and courageous action by France 
and Britain can sto» the rot." 


A GRAVE WARNING 


Abyssinia was a grave warning, and 
perhaps the events in Spain were of an 
even more ominous character. 

Cracks and fissures were rapidly appear- 
ing, and the time was coming for the 
Great Powers to face up to their responsi- 
bilities and end the policy of drift. 

He was convinced that Germany would 
come into the League as soon as she saw 
that it means business. 

Talk about the reform of the Leatue 
was mere camouflage, and the question 
had occurred to him whether it was not 
more necessary and important that the 
Great Powers should come together at this 
moment in an informal conference than 
have another spectacular show which led 
nowhere. 


DRASTIC REVIEW NEEDED 


General Smuts considered that the 
whole European situation called for a 
drastic review, not only because of the 
danger of war involved in present policies, 
but because of the economic breakdown of 
the European system, which was threaten- 
ing the future basis of European society. 

““T am convinced,” he said, that there 
is sufficient goodwill for statesmanship to 
get hold of and organise into a sufficient 
support for the maintenance of our 
civilisation. Why cannot the European 
Powers come together on this occasion in 
an informal conference to exchange views 
on ways of tackling both economic 
problems and problems of armaments and 
peace—which become so ominous ?”’ 


GOOD-WILL CONFERENCE 


To his mind, such a conference was 
called for by the developments of to-day. 
“T believe that if such a conference was 
ealled,” he added, “ such a friendly and 
heart-to-heart consultation would take 
place among European Powers that very 
much more beneficial results would ensue 
than from any attempts at Geneva or 
elsewhere to alter existing arrangements 
in the League.”’ 

In conclusion, General Smuts said that 
diplomacy would’ never solve the situa- 
tion.

REBEL WARSHIP’S 
PLIGHT 
CRIPPLED CRAFT LOOKING 
FOR REFUGE

BAYONNE (FRANCE), Thursday. 


Somewhere in the Atlantic, off the north 
coast of Spain, a battered warship is limp. 
ing in search of a friendly haven. 

A radio message was picked up this 
afternoon from the Spanish insurgent 
cruiser, Almirante Cervera, which shelled 
the forts near San Sebastian for two con- 
secutive days earlier this week, and finally 
was hit by one of the Jand guns. 

She reported that she was in difficulties 
within sight of the coast. Earlier she had 
been seen steaming slowly along the coast, 
apparently making for a repair dépét. 

According to another report, the cruiser 
put into harbour at Gijon, her officers 
evidently thinking that this port was still 
in insurgent hands. They must have seen 
the red flags hanging from buildings on 
shore, for the vessel put about and 
steamed away as fast as her damaged con- 
dition permitted. i 

She was last seen proceeding westward 
along the coast, and it is presumed that 
she will try to make one of the ports in 
the insurgent-controlled province of 
Galicia. 


CREW FIGHT OFFICERS? 
MADRID, Thursday. 


It is extremely difficult to make out 
what has happened to the insurgent 
cruiser, Almirante Cervera. One report 
states that she has gone to Ferro], the 
naval base on the north-west coast. 

An account published in the Sol, a 
sober and usually reliable sheet, declares 
that watchers on the shore saw its crew 
fighting with the officers, who were vainly 
trying to maintain order. 

From the contradictory reports it would 
appear, at any rate, that the boat has 
been badly damaged, but not that it is 
completely out of action, like the loyal 
cruiser Jaime I 

In any case no one here seems to know 
which side holds Ferrol. 


GUN IN SAFE DEPOSIT 


Searches of the houses of suspected 
pro-Fascists continue daily. In the house 
of Primo de Riviera, the son of the former 
dictator, the searchers are stated to have 
discovered rifles, pistols, revolvers, 
machine guns, and a large quantity of 
ammunition for these weapons. 

In the safe deposit of a “ provincial ”’ 
deputy, Sefior Lamamie de Clairac, were 
found a machine-gun pistol] and several 
boxes of cartridges for it, 

In the vaults of the Bank of Spain were 
fifty barrels of cartridges and many rifles 
and other firearms.

The battle for San Sebastian has not 
yet opened, but both sides are active. 

This evening the boom of guns was 
heard from the west, and it was learned 
that the Guadeloupe forts; commanding a 
promontory a tew miles fiom San 
Sebastian, were firing on the insurgent 
positions. 

A little earlier an insurgent bomber had 
flown over Irun, and, continuing to the 
main road, diopped several bombs, ot 
which about a dozen fell on the road.

HOW TWO LANDINGS WERE 
REPULSED 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Details of the fighting, in which two 
landings of Government troops on the 
Island of Majorca were repulsed, are con- 
tinued in a despatch received by Reuter 
to-night, apd sent off from Palma, 
Majorca, two days ago. 

The attacking force included two troop-: 
ships, a cruiser, three destroyers and one 
submarine, and several lighters for land. 
ing men and guns. The defenders, con- 
sisting of military and militia, had no 
ships or aircraft. 

After concentrating arowid the small 
Island of Cabbera, south of Majorca, the 
invading force made its first landing at 


Porto Cristo. 

Tha first party consisted of about 1,000 
men, all of whom were said to haye borne 
the Communist insignia. The actual. dis- 
embarkation was not contested, possibly 
by design. Troops were promptly de- 
spatched from Palma, and an irregular 
battle, lasting till night, resulted in the 
defeat, of the landing force with a heavy 
loss, estimated at from 200 to 300 killed. 

On Monday a second landing was made, 
and was heavily repulsed with losses to the 
invaders said to number nearly 1,000 
killed, and one “plane brought down. 

‘“‘On Tuesday,” adds the message, “a 
further landing is in progress with fierce 
fighting, the attacking vessels bombarding 
the local ranks.”’

RACES of a new drug, dilaudide, said 
to be four times as strong as mor- 
phine, were found in the organs of 

Charles Barry Domville (42), independent, 
of Hans Crescent, Chelsea, whose death was 
investigated at Hammersmith yesterday. 

A verdict that he died from poisoning 
by dilaudide and phenacetine was returned. 
lhe Coroner (Dr. Edwin Smith) said that 
there was insufficient evidence to show 
whether death was accidental or suicidal. 

It appeared that Domyilie took the fatal 
tablets on going to bed the night before 
his death. Early in the morning he rang 
up his former wife, a sister of Lord Bellew, 
and told her that he had “taken enough to 
make sure of it,” and that he felt at the 
end of his tether. He could not sleep. 

“I did not take it that it was suicidal,” 

‘s. Ada Domviile said. 

Robert Henry Slater, pathologist at 
St. Marys. Hospital Hammersinith, said 
that the tablets contained two drugs—phena- 
cetine and dilaudide. .The man's organs con- 
tained 15 grains of the first drug and one- 
third of a grain of the,gecond, which clearly 
indicated that he must have taken a very 
considerable quantity, far in excess of these 
figures. Dilaudide was on the poison schedule. 

Sir Bernard Spilsbury, who had previously 
said that Domvilie was suffering from chronic 
alcoholic poisoning, stated that there was no 
doubt that the cause of death was poisoning 
by the mixture of the two drugs, but chiefly 
the dilandide. i 

The Coroner—The amount ia not so 
excessive as to make one say with certainty 
that it was an obvious suicide’—No, sir. 

It seems to be one of those cases where 
he might have taken this dose with a view 
to getting sleep and relief from pain?!—That 
is 80. 

Sir Bernard Spilsbury added that cases of 
dilaudide poisoning were practically un- 
known in Britain, and he did not know of 
anv other cases. 

The Coroner said that there was quite a 
possibility that Domville took a big dose 
without the intention of taking his life.

story of it need not be retold here, When 
the Communists, Anarchico Syndicalists, and 
uther revolutionaries under the guise of á 
‘‘ Popular Front” got into power at the last 
elections, and when a litile later the arch- 
persecutor Azaha was made President, it 
looked as if the last hour of Catholicism— 
and of Christian civilisation—in Spain had 
come. Huge numbers of sacred buildings had 
already been destroyed in previous outbreaks, 
and now the destruction recommenced in good 
earnest, accompanied with the tmost horrible 
profanations and sacrileges. Between the 
20th February and the 19th March thirty-six 
churches were wrecked and 106 burned down; 
fifty-eight political centres were similarly 
wrecked and twelve burned, Large numbers 
of public buildings were also destroyed. 
Seventy-four persons were killed and, 345 
injured, The full list, taken from a Spanish 
newspaper, may be read in English in The 
ftuck for July, a review published in Hong 
Kong. The facts have not been, and cannot 
be, denied. In June the Spanish Catholic 
leader stated in the Cortes that 160 churches 
had been totally destroyed and 251 damaged, 
while 269 people had been killed. Catholics 
were helpless, and the Government made no 
serious effort to help them. Then, on July 
13, the leader of the two united ngnarchist 
parties was brutally murdered a at last 
um imsurrectionary movement broke out in 
the army in Spanish Morocco, The move- 
ment failed in Madrid, Barcelona and elise- 
where. The Government proceeded to arm 
the mob and an appalling orgy of murder and 
destruction began. 

We have the testimony—not of so-called 
Fascist propagandists, but of scores of refu- 
gees of all types—Irish, English, French, as 
well as Spanish, Protestant, Catholic, and 
men without religion. Making every allow- 
ance for panic and hysteria, the state of 
things is now beyond question—the wholesale 
destruction of churches, convents and every 
sacred building, the wholesale murder of 
priests, and other horrors that may not be 
mentioned here. 

Yet. the /rish Times continues to talk of 
lawfully constituted authority, and strains 
every nerve to blacken those who have risen 
against intolerable tyranny and against the 
Red menace to all that they hold dear— 
kindred, Faith, and country. 

In its recent efforts your paper has gone 
beyond all bounds in its partisanship. The 
taking of Badajoz is an example. Your 
placard said: ‘‘ Moors take Badajoz,"’ which 
even on your own showing was false, 
for the Foreign Legion was also there. 
You reported seriously a cock-and-bull 
story about a priest (a Moor or a 
Foreign Legionary’) laying aside rifle and 
bandolier to absolve Communist prisoners. 
Again Badajoz is described as “a city of 
mourning women,” as though every city held 
by the Red Terror were not a city of mourn- 
ing women Badajoz is, perhaps, rather 
unfortunately chosen as an example of rebel 
barbarity, If the reader of the /rish Times 
wil look up the “Cambridge Modern 
History ” (Vol. IX., p. 471) he will find the 
following passage referring to the capture of 
Badajoz by the British Army in the Penin- 
sular War :- 

‘* Excesses far worse than those com- 
mitted at Ciudad Rodrigo disgraced the 
storm; the troops got entirely out of 
hand, and fell te plunder, rape, and arson 
in the most desperate fashion. It was 
three davs before they could be restored 
to discipline.” 

Yet these British troops had not fresh in 
their memories unspeakable outrages com- 
mitted on defenceless men and women, whose 
only crime was their religion, and many 
massacres of surrendered insurgents. 

The enthusiasm of Moscow and of Messrs. 
Sean Murray and Peadar O'Donnell for the 
‘‘Government”” of Spain might well have 
warned the /rish Times. It finds itself in 
strange company.

The jury returned a verdict that the man 
died trom asphyxiation, but that there was no 
evidence of the direct cause; that the boy 
died irom asphyxiation by hanging and was 
raurdered by his mother; and that the mother 
vommitted’ suicide by hanging while of un- 
sound mind, 


CORONER’S STATEMENT 


‘The Coroner (Mr. U. L. Rutter) sa™M that 
it might be that the man’s death was caused 
by the wite, or that she woke up and found 
him dead. 

The father, Albert John Williams, steward 
of the United Services’ Club, Frome, was 
found dead in bed on the morning of Satur- 
day, July 18, and his wife, Alice, and the 
littie boy; David, aged six, were suspended 
from a coat-peg behind the door of another 
bedroom. 

Mrs. Vennel, a close friend of Mrs. 
Williams, said that the woman was devoted 
to her husbaud and child. Mrs. Williams 
had said that her husband had had some bad 
nights owing to pain and that she did not 
know what she would do if anything hap- 
pened to him. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. J. Beddard, of Frome, said that he 
treated the man for quinsy in February. On 
July 15, when Williams complained of a pain 
in the shouldér, he prescribed some medicine. 
It was possible in certain circumstances that 
if a man took the whole bottle at once it 
might poison him. 

Detective Sergeant Whittle said that he 
saw no signs of a struggle in the house. 
There was tea in a teapot, ready for making. 
There were two references to hanging in a 
newspaper on the living-room table. 

Dr. Godfrey Carter, County Pathologist, 
said that the opinion he had come to in the 
case of the man pointed to death from 
asphyxia. It would be impossible for a 
healthy man to asphyxiate himself by rolling 
over into the pillow. Death from asphyxia 
could arise from a fit, but there was no 
evidence of epilepsy in the Williams family, 
so he could almost rule out death from a 
convulsion or fit. 


QUESTION OF DRUGS 


It could also arise through the action of 
certain drugs, and finally, there. was 
asphyxia due to external violence. That, 
however, was impossible without the body 
showing signs of violence, and there was no 
such evidence in that case. It would have 
been necessary for Williams to have taken 
very Jarge doses of drug in the. medicine 
prescribed for him for it to have caused 
fatal results. 

Edward T. Tiling, analyst, said that the 
contents of Williams's stomach showed no 
poisonous substance or hypnotic drug. 

r. Carter, recalled, said that the man’s 
death was due to asphyxia, but how it had 
been produced he was not prepared to say.

Trotsky, who, with Lenin. was one of 
the master minds of the 1917 Russian 
revolution, is at present living in exile in 
Norway, and charges of violating Nor- 
wegian hospitality have been levelled 
against him here as well as in Russia. 

The veteran revolutionary, however, 
emphatically and repeatedly denies these 
allegations. He declares that the Soviet 
secret police place before their prisoners 
the choice of either making a false con- 
fession and thus obtaining a more lenient 
punishment, or of refusing and thus 
exposing themselves to the most severe 
punishment, including death. 

“The whole case is ridiculous,” he told 
a Norwegian newspaper. correspondent, 
adding that he did not even knéw many of 
the names mentioned in the reports from 
Moscow, although these persons were 
alleged to have been his close associates. 


PUBLIC DENIAL 

He substantiates this denial in a letter 
written to the Norwegian police. In this 
he states that he has been engaged in 
writing political books and articles sinco 
he came to Norway, a thing he never 
promised to abstain from doing. Literary 
work, he says, is his profession; but 
everything has been done publicly and 
nobody raised objections. 

“The charge raised against me by 
Moscow,”” he proceeds, “is quite a 
different thing. If Moscow’s allegations 
were true I would, no doubt, be guilty of 
having violated the right of asylum, but 
I will prove publicly that the charges are 
untrue,” 


SPANISH TROUBLE 

He also repudiates the charges of 
having taken part in organising revolu- 
tionary movements in Belgium, France, 
Greece and Spain. 

Referring to Spain, he declared in an 
interview to-day :— 1 am no terrorist. 
but I am not afraid to confess that I 
am a revolutionary, and that I 
sympathise with the Left revolutionaries 
in Spain. 


“I should have liked to have placed 


myself at their disposal, but I never had 
the opportunity to do so, and have had 
no connection with the Spanish Com- 
munists at all.”

It is a well-recognised axiom that there 
is no gratitude in politics. If there were 
it would not be so soon and so lightly for- 
gotten that Mr. Cosgrave and his Govern- 
ment saved the eountry from destruction in 
the years following the Treaty; nor would 
it be forgotten that anything President de 
Valera has done or hopes to do, either in 
Ireland or Geneva, is due to the fact that 
Cosgrave and his Government at the risk of 
their lives (two valuable lives, those of 
Michael Collins and Kevin O’Higgins, we:

BOOKMAKERS MAY 
REFUSE TO BET 


DEMAND FOR REDUCED 
ADMISSION FEES

Bookmakers are considering a boycott of 
the: Pontefract meeting to-morrow, They 
have arranged to send a deputation to-day 
to the managing director of the racecourse 
with a view to securing a reduction in the 
prices charged to bookmakers. In their 
present frame of mind they are prepared 
to boycott the fixture unless the directors 
agree to reduce the admission charges. 

They contend that the charges imposed 
upon them for admission!” to Tattersall’s 
enclosure and the Silver ring are much higher 
than at other meetings. At Pontefract, book- 
makers are charged £3 for admission to 
Tattersall’s, as against £2 at Catterick 
Bridge, Manchester and Haydock Park, and 
£2 10s. at Ripon and Beverley. At Don- 
caster the charge is £1 19s., except at the 
St Leger meeting, when it goes up to £2 11s. 
At Pontefract £1 is charged to bookmakers 
for the Silver ring; against 12s. at .Man- 
chester and 15s. at Haydock Park. 

The news of the suggested boycott came 
as a surprise to the racing world. The 
Stockton executive this weak reduced the 
charges to bookmakers from £2 15s. to £2. 
This probably has encouraged the “ ring’ 
to ‘claim a similar reduction at Pontefract. 


FULL TOTE FACILITIES 


Whether they will be well advised to 
persist in their age boycott if the 
charges are not reduced is very doubtful. 
There are full totalisator facilities in all 
the enclosures at Pontefract, and, with the 
general body of racegoers at present taking 
more and more of their’ investments to the 
tote, the bookmakers may lose far more than 
they stand to gain by any direct action. 

There was a ' strike ' of bookmakers ten 
yeirs ago, in the days of the betting tax, 
ong before the totalisator system of betting 
was introduced on English racecourses, At 
the Windsor November meeting in 1926, tho 
bookmakers in Tattersall’s refused to wager 
on any of the races, Their action dumb. 
founded the racing world, The executive 
refused to abandon the meeting, and race- 
oers patronised the fixture in full force. 
Not a single owner refused to run his horse. 
The bookmakers gave up the struggle, and 
assembled in full force at the next ‘fixture. 

As they could not succeed in their direct 
action when they held a monopoly of 
betting, they appear to posSséss a very poor 
chance of winning by similar tactics now, 
with the totalisa‘or close on their heels, ready 
to scoop the pool.

Despite unceasing care, chznanel and 
harbour buo,s sometimes Lreak away in 
storms, are tern loose by passing vessels, or 
sink. Some have had strange adv-~~tures, and 
to them poets have oftem ascrived human 
attributes. ‘There are Ki-!ing’s poem, ' ‘Lhe 
Bell Buoy,’ and Southey’s “ Inchcape Rock ” 
(says the National Geographical Magazine). 

A strange story 1s that of the Frying-Pan 
Shoals Buoy, 2A FP, which a few years ago 
broke .from its moorings off the North 
Carolina coast.and set out for the open sea. 
It was 40 feet long, weighed 12 tons, with 
light and whistle, and cost £1,6-9. This run- 
away buoy drifted over into the Gulf Stream 
and sailed for Europe. ‘hough sighted and 
reported many times, no vessel -ecovered it. 
Finally a French steamer saw it approaching 
the Irish coast, and the ligh*house authorities 
there were notified. | 

After 15 months at. sea and a voyage of 
about 4,000 miles, 2A FP (the “ FP ”“ stands 
for “ Frying Pan ”) was washed ashore off 
Skibbereen, County Cork. ‘That this buoy 
was an unusual guest on the Irish coas* 1s 
quaintly told in the pet..on for reward made 
by Mr. John O'Sullivan :— 

“ Myself and my assistant salvors seriously 
endangered our lives in the struggle to tow 
this buoy into port; hemp and manilla ropes 
to the value of at least £10 have been 
destroyed while endeavouring to secure the 
buoy ; for three weeks myself and my assistant 
salvors had to watch this buoy by day and 
night to prevent it from beitg@ smashed 
against the rocks by the storm or again swept 
out to sea; due to the extraordinary weight 
and peculiar shape of this buoy, we have had 
sn enormous amount of heavy manual labour 
in our efforts, as a result of which some of us 
are now suffering from pains in the back and 
aching limbs in general; the boots and cloth- 
ing worn by myself and assistant salvors have 
been severely damaged by being ground and 
torn with the jagged rocks which surround 
the cove where this buoy 1s now moored.” 

The lrishmen were duly: rewarded, the buoy 
brought home, and it is now again chained 
and shackled to. its mooring, serving 
humanity on a station on the Atlantic 
voast.

So declared the Rev. H. P. Kingdom, 
Fellow and Chaplain of Exeter College, 
Oxford, speaking at the Modern Church- 
men’s Conference at Oxford yesterday. He 
also gave two reasoas why fewer people go 
to church. ‘‘ The Church probably loses as 
many good members from the maudlin sen- 
timentality of some of its music as from 
the irrationality of some of its beliefs. 
The chief reason why people quarrel so 
much about hymns is that so often either 
the music or the words are bad. The 
worst of these should be quietly withdrawn 
from circulation, so that no one may have @ 
chance to like them and thereby undermine 
the charitable feelings of those who have 
better taste.”” ‘This matter, he added, was 
too important to be soft-hearted about. 
It was not primarily doctrinal difficulties 
that kept large masses of the working-classes 
in alienation from the church. ‘‘It is much 
more the feeling” he said, “that an 
organisation which maintains its officials in 
palages, partly by means of income from 
such questionable sources as mining royal- 
ties, and which lets so much of the injus- 
tice of our economic system pass by without 
protest, has nothing in common with them. 
It is sheer hypocrisy to preach the gospel 
that man cannot live by bread alone to those 
who have not even got bread.” 

The fate of the Spanish Church is a serious 
warning to the English Church, Dr. A. C. 
Bouquet said. He had grave doubts whether 
a Church could suffer as the Spanish Church 
was suffering, in a most horrible and bestial 
way, without having created for itself, in 
some strange way, hatred.

Witness heard him get up at 
6 a.m. on Tuesday, and that was the la t 
time he saw him alive. 

Albert Bartlet told of bringing up the 
body of deceased man from a well in which 
there was 20 feet of water. 


feet below a trap-door, bleeding profusely. 
He died soon afterwards. 
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The jury returned a verdict of death 
from drowning, and added that there was 
no evidence to show how the drowning was 
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
